of the siege of Paris, when the Ger- 
mans slowly starved a civillan 
population of more than 2,000,000 
into surrender: 

“The Germans arrived before 
Paris in the middte of September, 
By October § our columns report 
that the daily consumption of 
horseflesh within the city had 
risen enormously, hy November 
20 no more beef or mutton was to 
be had, 

“On December 6 our correspon-

been terrible,

“On January 16 the bread ration 


was reduced from 500° to 300 
grammes, less than 10 oz, for 
adults, and to half that amount 
for children, This bread was 
a black and indigestible com- 
pound of rice, barley, buck- 
wheat, outs, and even hay.

To tan skins with hair on, first thor- 
oughly wash the skin and | remove all 
fleshy matter from the inner surface, 
then clean the hair or wool with warm 
water and soft soap, and rinse well.

The making of this briquette brings 
in the utilization of what is now the 
waste pile.

The first step in’ changing the plie 
into something of value is a simple 
one and consists of air-drying the coal 
and briquetting it, It means pulver- 
izing the coal, mixing it with binders 
and placing it under compression, The 
fault of such a briquette for Kdmon- 
ton coal would be in the fact that the 
percentage of internal moisture is too 
high, and also that the percentage of 
volatile combustible matter is too 
high for the briquete produced to 
stand under heat, The tendency 
would be for the briquette to fall 
apart in fire. It would, however, be a 
great improvement on what is being 
done at the present time, because the 
ordinary household fire does not pro- 
duce enough heat to cause the bri- 
quette to fall down, although this 
would happen in a strong furnace, 

Another method was the Del Monte 
process which consisted of low tem- 
perature carbonization of coal, the 
solid residue of which could be made 
up in briquettes carrying on analysis 
a fuel value of practically the same 
as anthracite coal, The volatiles dis- 
tilled from the original coal, said Mr, 
Stevens, consist of crude oll, pitch, 
ammonia sulphate with the rest resi- 
due fuel, and it would be interesting

oil, 60 Ibs. of pitch, 15 Iba, of am- 
monia sulphate and 1200 Jha, of resi- 
due fuel. 
Valuable By-Products 

A third manner in dealing with the 
slack is by high temperature and a 
more expensive piants In the case of 
lignite coal the de-carbonized product 
would practically be equivalent to 
coke. The ultimate analysis of the 
coal derivatives could be described as 
follows: Residue fuel, sulphate of am- 
monia, tar and fuel gas. From tar are 
derived benzol, toluol, naptha, crea- 
sote, oil, napthaline, apthphth, car- 
bolic acid, anthracine and pitch. All 
the products are used in the dyeing in- 
dustry, manufacture of rubber and 
explosives, the preservation of tim- 
ber, paving of roads, biigueliting cou, 


disinfectants, ete, Some of the tar 
derivatives used in medicine include 
salol, saccharin, acetanilide, phenol- 


phthalein, ete, The fact that all these 
can be derived from coal only goes to 
show the possibilities and commercial 


probabilities of Alberta lignite, al- 
thongeh it might not extend into all 
classes. The extent to which com- 


mercial development could follow 
would not be decided save by intelll- 
gent research, 

Cheap Power 

Tn addition té the above there is an- 
other direction in which slack coal 
can be profitably used, and that is in 
the way of cheap power. The produc- 
tion of power, The production of 
power by means of a gas-producer 
plant costs but one-half of that ob- 
tained by steam boilers. Experiments 
made in France show that instead of 
14,000 cubic feet of gas being produc- 
ed from one ton of coal, that 100,000 
feet can be produced. This is done by 
mixing lime with the coal, and pass- 
ing steam over it. The chemical ac- 
tion of the lime allows the steam to 
combine with the carbon, thus form- 
ing hydro-carbon, Also gas in a pro- 
ducer plant was washed and they got 
ammonia, and here again they had at 
once a commercial product, 

Returning to the subject of lignites, 
Mr. Stevens said that there was one 
point which must not be overlooked. 
In buy a car-load of coal here in the 
winter the purchaser has something 
like three tons of ice and water in- 
cluded, and they had to boil this all 
up before they got any heat out of the 
coal. By using briquetes all this 
would be obviated,

INVESTIGATED BY 
BOARD OF TRADE 


May Be Big Opening For Sale 
of Higher Grade Waste 
Paper. 


The matter of making a commercial 
use of what is now in Edmonton, mere 
Waste in the shape of paper and rags 
has been under the consideration of 
the board of trade, the matter being 
first brought to their attention by the 
ininister of comme . Secretary Fish- 
er took up the question and got into 
touch with the department and also 
with manufacturers in the east, who 
make use of such waste, The atten- 
tion of the local Red Cross and 8st, 
John Ambulance Societies was also 
called to the matter, as information 
came to hand that such societies at 
Hamilton had collected this waste and 
had disposed of it at a profit on behalf 
of their respective funds. It was 
hoped that the same thing might be 
successfully carried out in Edmonton. 
As the result of his inquiries, however, 
Mr. Fisher was obliged to discourage 
the idea, because Hamilton is near the 
seat of manufacture and the transpor- 
tation was moderate, whereas from 
Hdmonton it would mean paying ship- 
ment over 2,000 miles. A trial ship- 
ment was made from Calgary, which 
realized $193 at the end of the jour- 
ney, but it cost $249 to get it there. 
The school children of Hamilton col- 
lected 11 carloads of paper and rags 
Which sold for $1,800, or an average 
of $163.63 per car. Taking this as a 
basis of the price to be obtained the 
freight rate from Edmonton is 6) 
cents per 100 pounds, with a minimum 
of 200 pounds. Therefore, it will be 
seen that the freight from Edmonton 
alone would be $105 and the price 
obtained $163. Of course, it would be 
Impossible, it is pointed out, to do any 
business in this manner, but Mr. 
Fisher is hoping to obtain some scale 
of prices for the higher grades of 
waste paper, If these are satisfactory 
it is proposed to'ask the railways for 
reduced freight on this particular ship- 
ment.
